Persistent London Rumors That Italy Will Break From Triple Alliance ~ 


LONDON, AUGUST 6, (By Bulletin Leased Wire).—Has Germany sent an ultimatum to Italy? This was the report that was persistently circulated in official circles if 
tonight, and there is a disposition to give it credence. Italy, although a member of the Triple Alliance, has persistently declared her neutrality, on the ground that under 4 
the terms of the treaty she is not bound to support Germany in view of the latter's aggressive attitude, and is merely mobilizing for protective purposes. Germany is " 
evidently now making an endeavor to force Italy’s hand. It is confidently thought here, however, that Italy, owing to the strong antagonism between Austrians and . 


Italians, will break away from the Triple Alliance, and declare herself on the side of Great Britain.
